In scftball, the larger, softer ball limits 
the distance that the batter can hit it. Thus, 
the game must be played on a scaled-down 
field, which is quite handy since most local 
parks and vacant lots are a bit smaller than 
Dodger Stadium. 

The gay softball teams shown on these 
‘pages are just two of many that have sprung 
up all over the U.S., thanks in part to the 
efforis of the Inter-City Athletic Union. The 
1.C.A.U., a non-profit organization of men and 
women, has been largely responsible for the 
co-ordination of gay sports on a national 
level, including bowling, volleyball and 
tennis—with basketball, swimming, and 
soccer soon to be added. But softball re- 
mains unquestionably the most popular. 

The upcoming Fourth Annual Gay World 
Series will be hosted by Los Angeies, the 
home of the current champs and, cainciden- 
tally, the home of the 1.C.A.U.
